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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS 


We should like to tell you the main reason why we came to 
youe That reason is government. We all know to some extent what 
government is, because government is how people choose leaders and 
how leaders take their decisions generally. Any group of persons, 
however small, must have a form of government if they are to live 
together for some time. For instance, in a family we know that the 
government is not the children and very seldom is the mother, it is 
usually the father; and if a small group of families live together, 
very often the man who is the best hunter or who is the wisest man 
will be chosen naturally as a leader, because he is the best or the 
wisest. When people live in a small group they don't have to think 
very much about how the group is organized, because it seems to or-— 
ganize itself; but when people live in a large group, it is necessary 
to organize that group in order that people can live together. Youmy 
think that this community is small, but really the people here are 
part of a very large people that make up the population of Canada. 
In larger towns and in larger cities in other parts of Canada it is 
important to have organizations or organized government in order that 
people can live within certain laws and know the way they are going. 

In our country as a whole, communities are like individuals. 


Kach community needs to be represented in one central point in Canada. 
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We call this the Capital City, Ottawa, to which we send elected 


representatives to form our government and our Parliament. There 
are 265 men and women from all over Canada who form the Parliament 
in Ottawa. In the election which was held last November, the people 
of the Northwest Territories voted to send a representative. In the 
election before this last one, two or three years ago, the people 
in the Northwest Territories voted to send another representative 
to Ottawa. And in the election before that one they voted to send 
yet another person. So people choose the man or the woman who is 
to represent them in Ottawa. Sometimes they change their minds and 
sometimes they don't all agree, but the people must get together and 
the majority of them decide. 
You may wonder why only one man represents all this huge area. 
(Map of Canada on wall). The reason is that there are so very few 
people living in the Northwest Territories. In the little island of 
Prince Edward Island there are over four times as many people as there 
are living in all this land. All of Canada contains 20,000,000 people. 
The people who form our government or Parliament in Ottawa make 
the laws for the country, and they have a group of people who work for 
them to carry out their wishes. Thus there are two levels to our 
government for all of Canada. The one is the group of people who 
are elected, and the other is the group of people who carry out the 
wishes of the elected members. 
This second main part of the government of Canada is made up 


of what is called departments, with a lot of people looking after 
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the business of the country. One of the departments that is very 
important to the Northwest Territories is the Department of Northern 
Affairs. In some communities in the Northwest Territories the De- 
partment of Northern Affairs is represented by people called Area 
Administratorse The school teachers are also a part of the Depart— 
ment of Northern Affairs. The Department of National Health and 
Welfare is very important to the Northwest Territories. Sometimes 
a health officer goes to communities, in some places the department 
operates nursing stations, and in some of the bigger places there 
are hospitals. Another department is the Department of Transport. 
It operates the airstrips and does other things. The Department of 
Justice is important too, because the R.«C.M. Police come under 

that Department. Also there is a Department of Public Works that 
puts up and maintains the main buildings. 

However important and necessary are the people who work in the 
North for the government, they are not the people who make the policy 
decisions. For instance, they will not decide whether there is going 
to be an airstrip or not, or whether they are to build a new school 
or note Those decisions are taken by the higher echelon of govern- 
mente 

In the higher echelon of government we find elected persons 
whom we elect every four or five years. That is why you and I are 


free people. We are not the ones who take orders or who are servants,

we are the ones who give orders by voting for somebody and choosing 


somebody to represent us in the higher echelon of government. That 
is why in truth everyone who has the right to vote and does vote, 
is, in fact, the government. 

It is a little more complicated than that. Because Canada is 
such a wide country, not only do we have to have two echelons of 
government for the whole country, but we also have government for 
each part of the country. Many years ago there was a government in 
the southern part or the smaller part of Canada down here, and here, 
and heree (Map of Canada on wall). This was the whole of Canada 
about one hundred years ago. Gradually as people became more 
numerous and as they built more roads and railroads and airstrips, 
Canada moved west and moved north and came closer all the time to 
where we are nowe Now there is a government for each region of 
Canada called a province. There are ten provinces, and each has its 
own government to look after those matters which most directly concern 
the people living in each area. In northern Canada there are two 
territories, the Yukon Territory and the Northwest Territories. 
They also have a government of their own, but these governments do 
not have as much power as the governments in the provinces. That 
means that the government in Ottawa has more power over the problems 
of the people in the North than it has over the problems of the 


people Outside. 
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The Northwest Territories are governed, for those matters 
which most directly affect us, by the Territorial Council. It 
meets twice a year, once in the winter in Ottawa, and once each 
year somewhere in the Northwest Territories. There are nine men 
on the Territorial Council. Four of them are elected by the people 
who live in the western part of the Northwest Territories. The 
other five are appointed by the government in Ottawa to sit on 
that Council and to work with those people who are elected from 
this area. 

The government in Ottawa has told people that it is planning 
to pass laws so that the rest of the people in the Northwest Terri- 
tories will be able to elect representatives to the Territorial 
Council. 

The big government for the whole of Canada has sent the 
three of us to talk with you about the smaller government of the 
Northwest Territoriese One reason why the government in Ottawa 
sent us is that a few years ago the government of the Northwest 
Territories, the Territorial Council, thought there should be two 
governments in the Northwest Territories, one for the western part 
of the Northwest Territories and another government for the east 
and north. They thought that the western part would become a prov-— 
ince in a shorter time than if the Northwest Territories were kept 


as one territory. But some people thought that it would be better 
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if there was just one government in the Northwest Territories. 

Another question that was raised was whether the government 
of the Northwest Territories, which is now in Ottawa, should be 
moved into the Territories, and if so, where it should be. 

Again, another question was whether the government of the 
Northwest Territories should have more power than it now has, 
because it is now a small government and is very dependent upon 
the government in Ottawae There are more am more people living 
now in Northern Canada, and perhaps the government should become 
larger and more important. 

Again another question was whether all the members of the 
government or the majority of them or a minority of them should be 
elected or appointed. At present the majority of them are appoint— 
ed by the government in Ottawa. 

We were also asked to find out if people felt they should 
have more local government, whether they should have local develop— 
ment councils and local co-operatives, and so forth. 

One of the big questions is whether those decisions about 
government should be taken by the government in Ottawa, or whether 
some should be transferred to the smaller government of the North-—- 
west Territories. 

These are difficult questions, because government is a diffi- 


cult affair. But everyone should have his say about them because, 
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what is done will affect everyone, and nearly everyone has to pay 
taxes out of which the government administers the country. The 
government has money out of which it builds houses and schools 
and gives medicine for people who are not in good health, but this 
amount of money is not unlimited. Each one of us here has to pay 
money for the government. 

For instance, there is a tax on fuel oil, and there is a 
little amount of money out of the price that will go to the govern- 
ment and that will eventually go to pay for schools, hospitals, 
and airstrips and that sort of thing. When one smokes, one pays 
a tax to the government. On the cigarette package, there is a 
small stamp, and that small stamp represents a certain amount of 
money that goes to the government. 

A main part of government is to decide when there is not 
enough money and, when there is not enough money for everything, 
they decide on what to spend their money, be it an airstrip, or on 
a school, or on a house; and it is up to the government to find ways 
to raise moneys That is the role of government, whether it is a 
small government or a big government. 

We would also like to hear from you on whether or not you 
are satisfied with the method in which education is carried out and 
whether you can give us any ideas about education and how you feel 
you should earn your living - whether you feel you should go on 


earning your living off the land or not. 
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It is fair that everyone should have the right to say his 
thoughts on such things, because everyone is a free person and 
contributes to the government. 

We, ourselves, are not members of the government, neither 
the big government nor the territorial government. We are quite 
independent of both. You may speak your mind on anything you have 
to saye Things that you say about personal matters are helpful, 
because they help us in understanding the general situation. We 
are interested in all these things. But we must tell you we can- 
not solve these problems for you, and you must not think we can. 
We want to talk to you about how you think your government should 
be set up properly so that it will operate in such a fashion that 


you will be able to solve your own problems.
